VVhere- 
as itis averred by men of their ovvne profeſſion as athing 
n?torious,that many of their Popes haue not underſtood the 
groundes andprinciples of the very Grammer it ſelfe: andof 
thoſe that hane beene learned,the greater ſort hauc beene exa 
pert in porntes of police , rather then in ſoundanaprofound 
Divinity. Now right interpretation of holy {criptures be- 
ing obtainedfrom God not extraordinarily by revelation in 
theſe daies,but ord/narily by meanes , letall indifferent pers 
fons iudge vvhether the vnlearnedor politike Popes,or the 
other ſo wel ſtudied & learned men werelike to be the bet- 


ter interpreters of holy ſcriptures. Burindeede weſtand 


not yponthis exception , but conſtantly avouch that. this 
their accuſation is a moſt impudent and ſhameles {launder 
raiſed vp inallikelyhoode even againſt their ovvne conſci- 
ences,as it may appeare by the appealeof that reverend 
Father John Juell in diverſc contro-erſies berweene the 
and ys made vntoall approved antiquity cited & cenſured 
euenby themſelues. For vwe like of the teſtimonies of Fa- 
thers, Church and Councels, and hauc juſt cauſe ia many 
pointes to allovv of their deciſions: but we tie not Sch

Yeaas inal Artes & Sciences there are ſome principles 
and grounds vndeniable and vnavoideable,taving open &

ſtle,the which our Rhemiſtes themlclues vpon the ſame place do
